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CARROLL COUNTY BUDGET HEARING 
At Court House — February 24, 1962 


Present were Percy Blake, Mary Brown, George Nickerson, 
Leslie Chamberlain, John Taylor, Ruth Towle, Commissioner 
Leighton and Commissioner Brown. Chairman Chandler did 
not arrive until the meeting had been called to order by the 
Clerk and Percy Blake appointed as acting chairman on the 
motion of Mary Brown, seconded by John Taylor. 


There were three Selectmen from Moultonboro present and 
despite the inclement weather a group of citizens were in 
attendance. 


The meeting was called to order by acting Chairman Blake 
and he asked for discussion on any article in the budget. 
Esther Davis spoke in favor of the Gaffney Library as the 
$100.00 increase they asked for will be used to further the pro- 
gram that is in practice that supplies reading matter for the 
inmates and is a great deal of comfort to them. There was no 
opposition on the increase. Chairman Chandler arrived at that 
moment and he proceeded to take up the budget item by item. 
Woodrow Allard spoke on the Extension Service budget, Mrs. 
Roper spoke also and presented a list of questions and answers 
that had been asked of the members of the council in talking 
to the delegation members. Mrs. William Cope spoke in favor 
of the Extension Service, especially 4H. 


Register of Deeds not being present Commissioner Leighton 
explained the item giving figures as not all correct but the final 
figure is and is presenting a corrected one at the Delegation 
meeting. 


Court House was the next item. Commissioner Leighton 
explained the item as to the repairs needed and the janitor 
service increase on the question of the cost of operating with 
oil, he stated that oil has proved more economical. Clerk of 
Court increase due to extra office supplies and a fireproof filing 
cabinet. 
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Sheriff and Deputies, Floyd gave reasons for most of the 
increases as due to the increase in criminal investigation and 
the Ski Slopes at Mt. Whittier, Moose Mt. have had quite a bit 
of trouble with property damage, also Castle in the Clouds, 
and there is new equipment needed. 


Selectman Horace Richardson spoke very highly of the 
department and their efficient handling of cases. 


On the County Home, Hospital and Construction, Stokes 
spoke on the farm budget. He gave a list of necessary items 
such as paint, inside and out, a manure spreader and truck as 
the present one is beyond repairing for service. He has a 
good used one that he hopes to get for around $500, a 1953 
model in good repair; some questions on the number of cases 
from each town and the number of private for $130.00 a month, 
eight board and care and the number all county. Five of the 
oldest cases have been there for 67 years. At the time they were 
admitted there was no school for mentally deficient children, 
and in answer to the number of cases in all was 53, seventeen 
of which are senile. 


Ruth Morrill asked about Direct Aid. Commissioner Leigh- 
ton explained that most of this is hospital care and medical 
expenses and people that have not lived in a town long enough 
to claim residence are turned over to the county for aid. County 
has thirty orphans, seven new cases which must have board 
and care which include medical care, as well as clothing. 


There being no futher questions we continued. Leslie 
Chamberlain asked about interest on loans and was answered 
by Leighton. The Clerk showed him a copy of the budget as 
voted. 


Commissioner Leighton spoke on Civil Defense as an im- 
portant item and what a splendid job Herbert Wilson does in 
the County. The County Home needs auxiliary lighting equip- 
ment which may be purchased through this program. Selectman 
Lamprey of Moultonboro suggested the clerk send a letter to 
all Boards of Selectmen in the County notifying them as to 
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the date of the Public Hearing in advance. The budget being 
published in the papers, there was some question on this and 
there was no vote taken on it. 


A date was chosen for the delegation meeting and March 
3rd was set as the time. 


Dinner was served at the County Home at 12 o'clock, fol- 
lowed by the meeting at the Court House at 1:30 p.m. 


There being no further business the meeting on the motion 
of Mary Brown, seconded by Blake was adjourned.

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CARROLL COUNTY DELEGATION 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING 


Carroll County Delegation meeting was held at the Court 
House March 3rd, at 1:30 in the afternoon 1962, preceded by 
dinner at the County Home. Present were twenty-five delegates 
and guests. Mary Brown offered the prayer. Commissioner 
Leighton welcomed the guests and after a delicious dinner 
turned the meeting over to the Chairman, Ear] Chandler. We 
then adjourned to the Court House for our hearing. The follow- 
ing members were present on roll call: Chairman Earl Chandler, 
Milburn Roberts, Percy Blake, Stewart Lamprey, John Taylor, 
Mary Brown, George Nickerson, J. Edward Kurth, Leslie Cham- 
berlain, Russell Claflin, Ruth Morrill; delegate from Albany 
Robert Patterson, delegate from Eaton; Florence Morey, dele- 
gate from Hart’s Location, and Edward T. March, delegate from 
Jackson. 


Commissioners Leighton, Brown and Edgerly were all 
present. The budget was taken up item by item and each 
department spoke on their budget. There were very few ques- 
tions as the budget had been covered very thoroughly at the 
Public Hearing on the 24th, and all departments had discussed 
their budgets at that time. Their requests were all necessary to 
the proper operating of their departments. 


Sheriff Floyd explained that the change-over of the Depart- 
ment of Safety will have some effect on his office so that he 
may have some expenses not in his budget as he presents it now, 
and will not be able to estimate until July. Lamprey asked 
if it would be possible to bill towns for some of this work. The 
answer was yes, as by law some of this work is not primarily 
their responsibility. 


Manager Stokes of the County Home spoke on the advisa- 
bility of selling the milking herd and having beef cattle instead. 
Does not expect a reduction in cost the first year but it will 
begin to show a saving with the changing of the times. 
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The Commissioners are of the same mind that it is a costly 
operation and will work much better to purchase milk. 


Mrs. Roper explained why Home Demonstration is impor- 
tant. Mary Brown stated the 4H is building for the future 
and the assistance given by the Soil Conservation and Forestry 
Agent has been of great assistance to many people in the County. 


There being no more questions the delegation went into 
executive session. Lamprey moved, seconded by Brown that 
we accept the budget as presented. The vote was accepted and 
so voted with one dissenting vote. 


Mrs. Morey moved to amend the motion to include $400.00 
for Lakes Region Association, no seconding motion. Lamprey 
moved, seconded by Brown that the sum of $208,064.00 be 
raised by ‘County Tax; so voted. The total budget set at 
$276,064.00. 


Moved by Lamprey, seconded by Blake that the Delegation 
request the Sheriff to keep a record of monies expended in 
towns calling upoon his services which are not primarily a 
responsibility by law of his department. So voted. 


Morey requested the Delegation go on record as favoring 
the selling of the dairy herd. 


Delegation requested the clerk to send notices to all the 
Boards of Selectmen of the Public Hearing in addition to the 
notices posted in the papers. 


The motion was made to adjourn. So voted.

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CARROLL COUNTY DELEGATION 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING 


The quarterly meeting was held at the Court House on 
Saturday, April 28th, at 10 o'clock in the forenoon. Present 
were the three Commissioners and four members of the Execu- 
tive Committee: Taylor, Blake, Brown, and Davis. In the 
absence of Chairman Thompson, Mary Brown acted as chair- 
man, nominated by Taylor, seconded by Blake. 


The budget was taken up item by item, the Court House 
item No. 6 was slightly over and repairs still being made. The 
Commissioners recommended that a permanent shelter be 
erected for the bulkhead to protect it from damage caused by 
snow melting and water running into the basement. Item No. 
12, Sheriff and Deputies not complete. Item No. 13, County 
Home, slightly over, due to wood that has been cut, but not sold 
vet. Item No. 14, Direct Aid, less due to some men employed 
in cutting wood at $7.00 per cord. Item No. 17, Board and 
Care of Children, one family of seven children has only been 
on one month of this quarter with other cases. Taylor asked 
about Surplus Food. Leighton explained a plan that has been 
suggested to have one man deliver the food to all the towns 
in the County instead of the method now employed. 


Taylor moved, seconded by Blake that the Commissioners 
get figures for permanent shelter for bulkhead and present it 
at the next meeting. 


A Get Well card was purchased for John Thompson and 
signed by all the members present. 


The meeting adjourned, there being no further business 
and we were all invited to the County Home for dinner.

We proceeded to take up the report item by item, one 
through eight were all right. Taylor mentioned item nine, 
Counsel Fees, and Chairman Leighton explained that all have 
not been paid and will not be able to give an exact figure 
at this time, as it depends on the court cases. Item nine through 
twelve were all right. Taylor questioned County Home figure 
and Chairman Leighton mentioned the item at the bottom of 
the page on wood. He explained that they have not received 
payment for the wood at this time for 221 cords and that at the 
same time the amount paid for Direct Aid is less as some of the 
cases were able to work on cutting of this wood. The Commis- 
sioners estimate they will stay pretty well within the budget. 


Mary Brown moved we hold our next meeting on Friday as 
the Commissioners meet on Friday and the week-end will be 
free. 


The meeting adjourned and the committee was invited 
to the County Home for dinner.

Sheriff Floyd spoke to the Committee about 
over spending his budget and he estimated it will be between 
$1,600.00 and $2,500.00. At this time he reported 529 cases with 
250 closed. He also explained that the all-night Laundromats 
being unlocked made any breaks there petty larceny. 


We adjourned for lunch at the County Home and continued 
the meeting there. Blake brought the Farm account book out 
for the committee to see the way in which they are so excellently 
kept. The wood account at the bottom of the budget sheet was 
discussed and the number of cords left to sell. Commissioner 
Leighton explained that some of the direct relief had cut the 
wood and saved money for the County. 


The next meeting will be on December 28th at 10:30 a.m.

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COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 


Things went well in Carroll County during 1962, with the 
exception of the loss of our respected Register of Deeds, Lee T. 
Gray, who died October Ist. But it is good to know that he 
lived to realize, and enjoy his dream of a modern office. He 
would also be glad to know that his son was first appointed 
and later elected to perform the duties of that office. All depart- 
ments in the Court House are enjoying their new quarters, and 
the days of congestion seem to be over. 


Superintendent and Mrs. Stokes are continuing their good 
work at the Home and people there are as happy as one would 
expect them to be. The place is filled, with practically every 
town in the County being represented. There is a waiting list 
of patients for what we call “The Hospital,” which is under the 
capable supervision of Mrs. Janet McFarlane, R.N., of Ossipee 
village. Mrs. Marjorie Hart also an R.N. is en residence at the 
Home. Money was appropriated for repairs to the Court House 
slate roof and chimneys, but no one could be found to do the 
jobs, so that money should be set aside another year. 


Stephen Boomer made a survey of the County property, 
finding it to contain 705 acres, and boundary lines have been 
properly marked. A map of the holdings now hangs in the 
County Home office. There are quantities of wood on the place, 
and 306 cords were cut and sold during 1962. The expense of 
operating this business is reflected in “Farm expenses,” which 
is one reason for the over expenditure in that item of the budget. 
$8,195.75 was realized from the sale of wood and money re- 
ceived from an increased rate of board at the Home made it 
possible for the Commissioners to pay off “Court House renova- 
tion” notes with the help of this money, instead of one each 
year, as had been intended. This act saved the taxpayers of 
Carroll County several thousand dollars in interest money. An 
appropriation of $1,000.00 was raised in 1962 for improvements 
at the Home, and a good part of this amount was spent for 
modernizing the kitchen. Now there are convenient benches, 
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cupboards, a new sink as well as a new cement floor covered 
with asphalt tile for a new linoleum covering on the entire 
room, also new electric fixtures and lights. 


As time goes on this improvement, as well as those done in 
the infirmary last year, are making our County Home, even 
though an old building, quite an up-to-date institution.

During the past year, the Home has been virtually com- 
pletely occupied by 21 hospital section patients, and by 30 
ambulatory patients. They are under constant supervision of 
the nursing staff, and have the opportunity of consulting their 
doctor about every two weeks, and oftener whenever indicated. 


Hospitalization is available if the need arises, and eye 
examinations and treatment are also to be had. 


Ninety-five percent of the patients and staff received “Flu 
Shots” in December. No epidemic of Flu has occurred in the 
Home, although it has been extremely prevalent outside. 


I would like here to compliment the Nursing Staff for their 
continued excellence in their work which demands more than 
the ordinary understanding, patience and perseverance.

The number of cases reported to and investigated by the 
Sheriff's Department were 692. These were classified as follows:
